No. 29 -CW A [26') / 61 — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 39 of the Cost and 
Works Accountants Act, 1959, (Act No. 23 of 1959), 
the Council of the Institute of Cost and Works Accoun- 
tants of India has made the following amendments in the 
Cost and Works Accountants RegulaUons, 1959, the same 
having been previously published and approved by the 
Centra) Government as required by sub-section (3) of 
the said Section : 

In the said Regulations ; 

I. In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 21 for the sen- 
tence "Every person applying for registration shall pay a 
Student Registration fee of Rs. 50." the following shall 
he substituted, namely : — 

"Every person applying for registration shall pay a 
Student Registration fee of Rs. 52, provided that in 
respect of an application for registration received 
prior to 1st October 1967, the Student Registration 
fee payable will be limited to Rs. 50.” 

II. In the second proviso to sub-regulation (11 of Re- 
gulation 30, the words "or is undergoing” shall be delet- 
ed. 
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III. In the second proviso to sub-regulation (1) of 
Regulation 30, the following clause shall be deleted : 

“provided, however, that the said Director of Stu- 
dies or the Head of the Coaching Administration 
shall have the power, if in his opinion the progress 
of any candidate subsequent to the issue of the certi- 
ficate was not satisfactory, to revoke, cancel or with- 
draw such certificate by intimation in writing to the 
Secretary and to the candidate concerned,, where- 
upon such candidate shall not be admitted to any 
examination until such time as a fresh certificate of 
satisfactory progress is produced." 

IV. In the third proviso to sub-regulation (1) of Re- 
gulation 33, the words "or is undergoing" appearing at 
two places shall be deleted. 

V. In the third proviso to sub-regulation (1) of Regu- 
lation 33, the following clause shall be deleted ; 

"provided, however, that the said Director of Studies 
or the Head of the Coaching Administration shall 
have the power, if in his opinion the progress of 
any candidate subsequent to the issue of the certifi- 
cate was not satisfactory, to revoke, cancel or with- 
draw such certificate by intimation in writing to the 
Secretary and to the candidate concerned, where- 
upon such candidate shall not be admitted to any 
examination until such time as a fresh certificate of 
satisfactory progress is produced.”
